To  the  Che^irman  and  Councillors  of  the  Crewkeme  Urban  District. 
GentleiE®n, 

I have  ifcjleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  for  1943. 
Overcrowding  is  still  in  evidence  and  is  hound  to  continue 
until  an  appreolahle  number  of  new  houses  can  he  huilt^ 

Shortage  of  main  water  has  been  felt  in  the  district  for 
a considerahle  period.  Similar  difficulties  have  heen 
experienced  in  the  eurromding  districts.  Ihe  whole  question 
of  water  supplies  is  likely  to  come  under  review  on  a national 
scale  in  the  near  future. 

A sta,rt  has  heon  made  on  necessary  improvements  to  the 
Eastern  Outfall  wot,%b»  Further  work  will  he  necessary 

at  the  Eastern  Outfall  works  after  the  war. 

The  influen?ip  epidemic  which  occurjj^fi  in  the  late 
Autumn  wa  s fortunately  of  a mild  type.  There  was  one  death 
from  pneiur.onia.  Influenza  was  a ccntrlhutory  factor  in 
deaths  due  t o other  causes  - chiefly  concerning  old  people. 

Hospital  services  are  very  good  indeed.  The  new 
Maternity  Unit  has  proved  to  he  of  great  value  and  is  fully 
occupied. 

Housing  is  the  most  pressing  post  war  problem  which  will 
in  turn  demand  an  improved  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal 
works .
